The fame Day his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales with others of the Roya) Family, vifited his 
Majefty, with whom they ftaid fome time. 

His Majefty has been: pleafed to appoint 
Fury, Efq; fecond Son of Peregrine Fury, Efq; to 
be a Lieutenant in General Fleming’s Regiment of 
Foot, in the room of Lieutenant Murreau, who 
has refigned. 

The King has been pleafed to conftitute and ap- 
point the Right Hon. George Dunk Ear! of Halli- 
fax, John Pitt, James Grenville, Ef; Thomas 
Hay, Efq; commonly called Vife. Dupplin, Francis 
Fane, Charles Townfhend, and Andrew Stone, 
together with James Oiwald, Efqrs. to be Commif- 
fioners for Trade and Plantations, 

The King has been pleafed to conftitute and ap 
point Charles Pollhill, James Vernon, Robert Eyre 
William Burton, Joha Orlebar, Auguftine Earle, 
David Papillon, and John Windham, Bowyer, 
Efgrs, together with William Mellith, Efq; tobe 
his Majefty’s Commiffioners within England, Wales, 
and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, for the Ma- 
nagement and Receipt of his Majefty’s Revenues of 
Excife, and other Duties. 

Wednefday being Chriftmas Day, it was obferv’d
